I.lr.  Chairman,  Councillor  Porter  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  town  for  the  year  1963.  The  report  takes  its  usual  form  and 
contains  a  section  on  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  and 
Cleansing  Department  and  also  a  section  on  those  seivices  administered 
by  the  County  Council  in  this  area. 

My  last  report  was  written  by  a  somewhat  depressed  Medical  Officer 
sitting  in  a  uubsta,ndard  building  in  the  middle  of  a  clearance  area. 

As  a  result  I  felt  far  from  stimulated  -  a  feeling  shared  by  the  staff 
and  which  was  in  danger  of  affecting  the  work  of  the  department.  The 
picture  has  now  changed  completely,  Cinderella  has  got  her  coach,  the 
staff  are  working  under  well  nigh  ideal  conditions  and  this  is 
being  reflected  in  the  high  morale  and  the  standards  being  set  and 
achieved.  Some  misgivings  have  been  expressed  about  the  site  but 
the  new  building  is  a  success  improving  as  it  has  an  area  in  the  tovm 
centre  w^hich  has  been  an  eyesore  for  many  years.  The  main  drawback, 
in  my  opinion,  is  the  difficulty  which  v/ould  arise  if  an  extension  v;ere 
necessary  in  the  light  of  future  expansion  of  services  or  development  of 
new  ones. 

On  the  vital  statistics  side  the  year  I963  was  a  good  one.  The 
infantile  mortality  rats  dropped  to  12.92  from  28.79?  "the  birth  rate 
rose  to  19.49  from  17.43  s,nd  there  was  a  fall  in  the  death  rate. 

7/e  were  beset  by  no  major  epidemics  although  the  number  of  cases  of 
notified  measles  remained  high. 

In  my  last  aronual  report  I  commented  on  the  work  in  the  depart¬ 
ment  carried  out  towards  ridding  the  atmosphere  of  smoke.  At  the 
moment  it  is  a  tragic  fact  that  the  drive  towa.rds  Clean  Air  has  been 
halted  and  Y/e  are  in  a  state  of  suspended  animation.  Yet  figjres  show 
quite  conclusively  that  this  country  is  more  prone  to  chest  complaints 
such  as  bronchitis  than  any  other  country  in  the  world.  Admittedly, 
the  climate  may  play  its  part, but  is  it  not  commonsense  to  deal  with 
those  harmful  pollutants  V7e  knov;  and  can  deal  with  by  taking  vigorous 
action  in  the  declaration  of  smokeless  zones  and  by  educating  the  public 
so  that  it  demands  action  rather  than  prevents  it? 

The  work  of  clearing  unfit  houses  has  continued  at  an  increased 
pace  and  the  results  of  the  Committee’s  activity  in  this  field  can 
be  seen  throughout  the  to7m.  It  is  unfortunate  that  there  has  to 
be  a  time  lag  between  initial  action  by  your  officials  and  final 
demolition  and  clearance  of  sites  but  tliis  is  inevitable.  It  has, 
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however,  caused  irritation  from  time  to  time  -  this  irritation  has 
at  times  been  paradoxical  on  the  one  hand  at  the  sight  of  neighbouring 
half  derelict  areas  and  on  the  other  hand  because  of  the  fact  that 
one’s  own  house  has  not  yet  been  represented  to  Committee.  I  can 
only  say  that  as  far  as  is  possible  with  the  time  and  staff  available 
T/e  are  bringing  to  Committee  unfit  houses  as  quickly  as  v/e  can  and  with 
some  attempt  at  priorities. 

During  the  year  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Committee  have 
given  invaluable  help  and  advice  and  I  would  like  to  thank  them  along 
with  the  members  of  the  Staff  for  their  loyal  support.

PHYSICAL  FEATURES  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

The  Borough  of  Stalybridge  is  still  roughly  triangular  in  shape, 
bordered  on  tie  south  side  by  the  Municipal  Borough  of  Dukinf ield  and 
on  the  north  west  by  the  Municipal  Borough  of  Ashton-under-Lyne  and 
on  the  north  and  east  by  Mossley  and  Mottram  respectively. 

The  RLver  Tame,  which  at  this  point  is  the  boundary  of 
Lancashire  and  Cheshire,  divides  the  towni  the  northern  half  lies 
in  Lancashire,  whilst  the  southern  half  lies  in  Cheshire.  For 
administrative  purposes  the  Borough  is  considered  to  be  in  Cheshire. 

The  Borough,  surrounded  by  hills  on  all  sides  except  the  west 
is  situate  on  the  westerly  slopes  of  the  Pennine  Chain,  Y'g'  ipiles 
east  of  Manchester  and,  although  the  main  portion  of  the  town  is 
built  round  the  River  Tame  at  approximately  400  feet  a,bove  sea  level, 
the  ground  on  the  eastern  side  rises  to  a  height  of  1,000  feet. 


SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

Mr.  H.  Denton  of  the  Ministry  of  Labour  retired  recently  and 
I  am  indebted  to  his  successor.  Miss  M.  D.  Longden,  for  the  figures 
relating  to  industry  in  the  town.  From  them  it  will  be  seen  that 
textiles  continue  to  employ  the  bulk  of  the  people  vrorking  in  the 
tov.Ti,  the  next  in  order  of  importance  being  engineering  and  electrical 
goods . 
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The  average  number  of  unemployed  during  I963  remained  at 
272  (211  men  and  6l  women),  the  highest  figure  of  346  being 
reached  in  September.  The  figoires  include  50  disabled  persons 
of  whom  44  are  men  -  a  slight  increase  on  the  I962  figures.

There  v/aa  a  further  increase  in  the  birth  rate  in  the  Borough  in  1963 
v/hen  3B7  were  recorded.  uhis  figure  is  nade  up  of  164  luales  and  203 
females,  and  gives  a  corrected  livebirth  r^te  of  19»49  per  thousand 
population  -  the  highest  recorded  since  1947*  Once  again  the  number 
of  illegitimate  birtl^  increased  from  23  to  25  representing  6.46  of  all 
births.  This  rate  has  for  many  years  varied  between  and  ^/o  but  the 
last  four  years  have  shcvm  a  gradual  increase

If  this  rate  is  a  reflection  of  the  moral  standands  of  the  day 
it  is  regrettable  th'it  the  trend  is  as  it  is  and  I  have  no  record 
in  my  files  of  a  figure  ever  recorded  as  high  as  that  for  the  year 
under  reviev/. 
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DEATH  RATE. 


The  number  of  deaths  in  the  Borough  decreased  by  21  to  31^ • 

Of  these  I64  were  males  and  147  were  females  giving  a  crude  dee-th 
rate  of  I4.II  per  thousand  population. 

The  corrected  death  rate  for  St^dyb ridge ,  that  is  the  death  rate 
adjusted  for  the  particular  variations  in  age  and  sex  distribution  in 
Stalybridge  compared  with  the  country  as  a  whole,  v/as  15.09‘  Once 
again  the  commonest  cause  of  death  was  heart  didease  which  claimed 
95  victims  against  98  iii  19b2.  Coronary  disease  accounted  for  57 
of  these  deaths,  an  increase  on  the  year  before  when  there  were  48. 
Chest  conditions  resulted  in  the  deaths  of  55  people  (36  male  and  I9 
female)  included  in  which  figure  are  8  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung 
and  31  deaths  from  bronchitis. 

The  number  of  suicides  dccreacod  in  1963  when  thei’e  were  2  com¬ 
pared  with  7  "thG  year  before.  Both  deaths  'norc  male. 


IhFANT  MORTALITY  RiVTE- 


As  I  have  commented  before  there  are  liable  to  be  big  sv/ings  in 
rates  from  year  to  year  when  calculations  are  made  on  small  numbers 
of  figures  and  this  applies  particularly  to  the  infant  mortality  rate. 
There  v;ere ,  however,  only  5  infant  deaths  this  year  compared  with  11 
in  1962  and  the  rate  fell  dramatically  from  28.79  to  12.92.  Table  VI 
is,  however,  significant  demonstrating  as  it  does  the  trend  over  the 
last  63  years  and  providing  also  a  visual  tribute  to  those  workers 
who  have  contributed  so  much  to  raise  the  health  of  the  mother  and 
child. 

STILLBIRTHS. 

There  were  6  stillbirths  notified  in  the  Borough  in  I963  -  a- 
sjibstantial  decrease  from  I6  in  I962.  This  gives  a  rate  of  15  *27 
per  thousand  related  births. 

NEO-NATAL  DEATH  'RATE. 

The  noo-natal  death  rate,  which  represents  the  number  of  deaths 
of  infants  under  4  weeks  of  age  per  thousand  livebirths,  was  5 *168 
compared  with  10.47  1962. 

PERI -NATAL  DEATH  IL-iTE. 


This  rate  is  based  on  the  mortality  in  the  period  surrounding 
the  birth  and  includes  both  neo-natal  deaths  and  stillbirths.  It  is 
much  lov/er  this  year,  20.35  mainly  as  a  result  of  the  lov/er  number  of 
stillbirths .

SPECIEIC  INFECTIONS. 


There  was  an  increased  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  during 
1963.  This  was  due  entirely  to  a  greater  number  of  cases  of  measles 
than  occurred  in  I962.  Since  1959  I  have  received  more  notifications 
of  measles  than  any  other  infectious  disease  and  as  I  commented  last 
year  it  appears  to  have  lost  its  bi-annual  characteristic  during  these 
years . 

For  some  years  past  the  Regional  Controller  of  the  Ministry  of 
Pensions  and  National  Insurance  has  issued  weekly  figures  of  the 
number  of  new  claims  for  sickness  benefit  made  during  the  preceding 
seven  days.  This  is  a  useful  guide  to  the  sickness  in  the  town 
although  it  does  not,  unfortunately,  specify  the  conditions  res¬ 
ponsible.  The  figures  obtained  from  the  Ministry  are  shown  in 
graphical  form  on  page  23.

Ur,  Chairman,  Councillor  Porter  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  m;^^  seventeenth  Annual 
Report  on  the  work  of  the  Cleansing  Department  and  Public  Health 
Inspectors  section  of  the  Public  Health  Department. 

The  high  sickness  rate  amongst  Cleansing  Department  workmen 
and  the  very  severe  weather  conditions  during  January  and  February, 
plus  wagon  breakdowns  made  refuse  collection  and  disposal  difficult, 
but  in  spite  of  difficulties  a  reasonable  service  was  maintained  and 
very  few  complaints  were  received. 

Clearance  of  unfit  houses  proceeded  more  or  less  according  to 
plan,  234  houses  were  represented  in  Clearance  areas  and  a  further 
13  as  individual  unfit  houses. 

Meat  inspection  again  kept  the  Department  busy,  particularly 
at  v/eekends  and  following  the  coming  into  operation  of  the  Meat 
Inspection  Regulations,  I963  in  October,  it  was  necessary  for  meat 
inspection  to  be  carried  out  each  Saturday  and  Sunday  mornings  and 
at  holiday  times. 

During  the  severe  weather  in  Januo,ry  and  February  complaints 
were  made  by  a  number  of  elderly  occupants  in  the  Springs  Lane 
area  of  the  Ridge  Hill/Stamford  Street  Smoke  Control  Area  about 
the  alleged  inadequa-cy  of  heating  of  the  bungalows  when  using 
smokeless  fuel.  All  complaints  were  investigated  but  it  was 
found  that  reasonable  fires  could  be  ob-tained  with  the  smokeless 
fuels  available  and  that  heat  obta,ined  from  the  fuels  v/as  at  least 
as  much  as  would  have  been  obtained  from  the  burning  of  coal. 

Advice  was  given  on  hox^f  to  efficiently  burn  the  smokeless  fuels, 
but  it  is,  of  course,  appreciated  that  elderly  persons  find  the 
change  in  firing  methods  difficult ,  after  being  used  to  burning 
coal  for  so  many  years. 

It  was  very  much  regretted  that  the  date  of  operation  of  the 
Hague/Stonecliffe/Heyrod  Smoke  Control  Order  had  to  be  deferred 
five  months  until  1st  March,  19^4?  Lut  the  delay  in  carrying  out 
conversion  of  firegrates  left  the  Council  no  option. 
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The  co-operation  of  Mr.  C.  F.  ^^encerj  the  Senior  Additional 
Public  Health  Inspector  who j  unfortunately j  was  off  sick  for  two 
months  early  in  the  year 5  Ii'ir.  L5arshall  the  second  Additional 
Public  Health  Inspector  and  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  has  been  very  much  a,ppreciated.  The  v.ork  of  Mr,  J.  Brook, 
the  Cleansing  Department  Foreman,  who  retired  in  November  and 
Mr,  N,  Allison  who  succeeded  him  is  also  appreciated  as  are  the 
efforts  of  the  employees  of  the  Cleansing  Department,  particularly 
those  who  have  been  loyal  to  the  Department  for  so  many  years. 

In  conclusion  I  would  also  like  to  place  on  record  my 
appreciation  of  the  help  and  assistance  received  from  the  Chair¬ 
man  and  Deputy  Chairman  the  Public  Health  Cormnittee  and  the 
support  a,nd  interest  shovm  by  the  members.

Air  Pollution. 

During  the  severe  weather  in  January  and  February  complaints  were 
received  from  a  number  of  elderly  people  in  the  Ridge  Hill/Stamford 
Street  Smoke  Control  Area  the.t  the  heat  given  from  smokeless  fuel  was 
inadequate.  Considerable  press  publicity  was  given  to  the  complaints 
which  on  investigation  by  Public  Health  Inspectors  and  Technical  Repre¬ 
sentatives  of  the  North  Yfestern  Gas  Board  were  not  substantiated. 

The  Hague/Stonecliffe/Heyrod  Smoke  Control  Order  details  of  which 
were  given  in  the  1962  Annual  Report  should  have  come  into  operation  on 
1st  October,  1963  but  owing  to  considerable  delay  in  contractors  carrying 
out  grate  conversions  the  date  of  operation  "was  deferred  until  1st  March, 
1964.  I52O5  premises  are  included  in  the  Order  and  it  was  very  disappoint¬ 

ing  to  postpone  the  date  of  operation  but  this  ?/as  unavoidable  in  the  cir¬ 
cumstances  . 

As  from  1st  April  the  Council  decided  to  rejoin  the  S.E,  Lacnashire 
and  North  Cheshire  Consultative  Committee  for  Investigation  of  Atmospheric 
Pollution.  This  was  a  wise  decision  -  The  Consultative  Committee  is  very 
much  alive  and  some  very  interesting  and  worthwhile  information  is  obtained 
from  the  meetings,  particularly  from  those  of  the  Technical  Sub-Committee . 


On  29th,  30th  and  31st  August  one  of  the  Solid  Smokeless  Fuel 
Federation  Mobile  Exhibitions  was  present  in  various  parts  of  the 
Hague/Stonecliffe/iie^orod  Smoke  Control  Area,  In  conjunction  with 
the  Exhibition  a,  ha,lf  page  supplement  v/as  included  in  the  Stalybrid 
Reporter  the  previous  weekend.  Our  thardis  are  due  to  the  Reporter 
and  the  advertisers  who  co-operated  in  giving  this  publicity.

Cleansing  Department  Labour 

The  number  of  working  days  lost  through  sickness  rose  to  715  days 
as  against  364  in  I962  -  this  is  equivalent  to  almost  three  men  each 
week  for  the  full  year.  The  very  severe  weather  during  the  early  part 
of  the  year  v.-as,  no  doubt, partly  responsible. 

In  November  the  Cleansing  Department  Foreman,  Mr,  J.  Brook,  retired 
after  nearly  twenty  years  service  with  the  Department.  Mr.  N.  Ellison 
of  Dukinfield  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy,

Cleansing  Department  employees  received  a  wage  increase  of  7/“  pen 
week  in  September,  The  basic  rate  per  week  for  ashbinmen  is  now 
£11.  5«  9<i*  and  for  drivers  £11.18.  Od. 

Depot . 

During  the  year  work  commenced  on  altering  the  former  Ashbridge 
Motors  Garage  in  Market  Street  for  joint  use  as  a  Cleansing  Depot, 
Lighting  Depot  and  Weights  &  Measures  Office.  The  premises  were 
occupied  by  the  Cleansing  Department  on  31st  December,  1963.  Apart 
from  paper  baling!  storage  of  scrap  metal,  disinfectant  and  ashbinsi 
garaging  of  spare  vehicle,  trailers  and  pail  tank  trailer,  the  whole 
of  the  department  is  now  accommodated  at  Market  Street  in  much  better 
accommodation.  The  improved  facilities  are  much  appreciated  by  the 
men 
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Dean  Street  Depot 


A  fire  occurred  in  the  paper  baling*  shed  on  19th  March,  1963- 
Considerable  damage  v/as  done  to  the  electrical  v/iringj  water  pipe  5 
a  salvage  trailer  and  part  of  the  roof.  Whilst  the  baling  press 
was  not  damaged  it  could  not  be  used  until  the  Yfiring  v/as  renewed. 
Had  the  baling  shed  not  been  reconstructed  in  fireproof  material 
following  the  fire  in  March,  1961,  the  damage  would  have  been  much 
more  extensive. 


DISPOSAL . 


Tipping  of  all  refuse  continued  at  the  Brushes  Tip,  Covering 
material  is  excavated  from  the  older  parts  of  the  tip  and  used  to 
cover  the  refuse.  The  new  loading  shovel  arrived  in  February,  1963 . 

The  conditions  on  the  Ti'p  during  the  periods  of  snow,  black  ice 
and  easterly  gales  were  atrocious.  On  January  4th  the  tip  could  not 
be  used  because  of  "black  ice"  on  the  approach  road  and  tip  surface  and 
the  refusd  was  tipped  on  the  tip  of  an  adjoining  local  authority  until 
the  roads  could  be  salted  and  ashed.  On  January  21st  the  access 
roads  to  the  tip  were  blocked  bj-"  snow  drifts  -  the  men  were  emiployed 
for  the  day  on  snowshifting.  The  gale  force  eastehly  winds  blew  paper 
over  the  Brushes  Housing  Estate  -  this  was  cleared  by  the  engagement  of 
additional  labour  as  soon  as  conditions  allov/ed.  For  a  considerable 
period  the  ground  was  frozen  so  hard  and  the  frost  had  penetrated  so 
deep  that  it  was  impossible  to  excavate  covering  material. 

Two  tip  fires,  started  by  trespassers,  occurred  -  one  in  May  and 
one  in  December.  The  Tip  Hess  Room  v7as  broken  into  on  several 
occasions,  but  nothing  of  value  was  taken. 

Tipping  Sites , 

At  the  end  of  the year  no  further  progress  had  been  made  in  obtaining 
additional  tipping  sites  but  enquiries  V7e.ce  continuing.

Dukinfield  ^’yelfare  Centre 

1963  produced  figures  lower  than  the  previous  year  insomuch  as  the 
total  number  of  cases  attending  fell  to  243  and  they  made  3j663  attendances  - 
an  average  of  approximately  15  per  year.  This  represents  more  than  one  visit 
per  month  when  mothers  brought  their  children  under  five  for  weighing,  advice 
and  routine  medical  checks.  I  do  not  think  the  value  of  routine  checks  is 
fully  ap^jreciated  by  all  mothers  but  they  are  certainly  helpful  in  making  it 
possible  to  reassure  over  anxious  parents,  to  discover  hidden  defects  at  an 
early  age,  and  also  to  obtain  information  about  a  childs  progress  and 
development  which  can  be  invaluable  in  later  years. 

There  were  no  staff  changes  during  the  year. 

Mechanics '  Institute 

Here  again  there  v/as  a  dramatic  fall  in  the  number  of  cases  attending 
and  the  number  of  attendances  m.ade,  2,539  compared  \7ith  3^959  19^2.  Even 

so  the  number  of  visits  per  case  averaged  13  or  slightly  lower  than  at  Dukinfield. 
The  number  of  attendances  may  have  been  influenced  by  the  fact  that  the  building 
is  old  and  uninviting,  that  there  were  staff  changes  during  the  year,  and,  that 
the  year  before  there  \7as  a  fall  in  birth  rate  of  some  11^. 

During  the  year  Miss  Plaiter  left  us  and  was  not  replaced  as  it  was 
decided  to  cover  Stalybridge  by  three  health  visitors  rather  than  four.  As  a 
result  it  v/as  found  necessary  to  adjust  the  health  visitors  areas.

General 


There  were  no  losses  in  office  staff  this  year  but  we  added  Miss  J.  Y/. 
Greenwood  later  in  the  year  in  preparation  for  our  move  into  the  new  building 
and  in  accordance  v/ith  a  recommodation  of  the  0  &  M  team.  Miss  Greenwood's 
appointment  eased  the  work  of  the  staff  but  at  the  same  time  aggravated  the 
overcrovi/'ding  in  the  general  office.  Altogether  the  end  of  the  year  marked  an 
increasing  sense  of  frustration  on  the  part  of  all  the  staff  as  the  new 
building  progressed  at  a  snails  pace  and  the  old  building  deteriorated  at 
an  alarming  rate.  It  became  ;apparent  that  the  eighteen  months  completion  date 
originally  promised  would  be  exceeded  and  did  in  fact  become  tv;o  yeacrs . 

Mr.  Thompson,  the  Mental  Yifelfare  Office  was  transferred  to  the  Altrincham 
area  in  June  and  he  was  succeeded  by  I\h?.  G.  E.  Lanceley  who  came  to  us  from 
Crewe.  I  v/ould  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  help  and  co-operation 
given  by  Mr.  Thompson  to  myself  and  this  department.  ¥e  had  been  associated 
for  fifteen  years  and  I  greatly  regretted  his  loss  to  the  ?/ork  in  this  division. 
He  never  failed  to  help  us  out  at  all  times  when  we  asked  himi  and  his  knowledge 
was  useful  to  us  on  many  occasions.  Ivir.  Lanceley  has  carried  on  where  IVIr. 
Thompson  left  off  and  I  look  fonward  to  a  period  of  co-operation  and  help 
similar  to  that  we  have  experienced  in  the  past. 

In  1963  there  were  633  births  notified  compared  wMth  6^0  in  I962  and 
of  these  397  took  place  in  hospital  or  other  maternity  homes,  that  is  62.71^  of 
the  total.  Luring  the  year  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  called  a  meeting  at 
Ashton  General  Hospital  and  outlined  their  proposals  for  the  development  of 
the  hospital  services  over  the  next  ten  years.  This  included  as  the  main 
proposal  a  new  maternity  unit  by  I969  and  the  closure  of  the  smaller  units 
outside  the  hospital.  This  measure  v;-as  severely  criticised  particularly  by 
members  from  Hyde  and  Glossop,  Your  own  area  would  hardly  be  affected  by 
this  proposal  which  may,  of  course,  be  modified  in  the  light  of  the 
sentiments  expressed  at  the  meeting.

In  1963  the  rationale  of  vaccinating  hchios  at  3  months  old  vas 
discontinued  on  the  recoDxiendation  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  that  the 
optimum  age  appeared  to  be  12  months  to  2  years.  V/e  nov/  vaccinate  at  1 
year  old  and  this  has  meant  a  gap  in  our  progrcmme  of  nine  months .  In 
addition  there  appeared  to  be  0.  reactionary  apathy  on  the  part  of  the 
public  following  the  panic  created  in  I962.  These  two  factors  therefore 
uere  instrumental  in  causing  a  marked  reduction  of  vaccinations  from 
3j317  in  1962  to  150  in  1963  and  of  these  66  v/ere  performed  by  the 
General  Practitioners  in  their  surgeries.

We  are  finding  a.  gradually  Jncreasi-ng  request  for  assistance  from 
haiidioa.pped  persons  -  the  result  I  thinlc  of  an  inoreasi.ng  knowledge  of  ?;hat 
the  Divls.i  mia.l  Hesxlth  Committee  can.  provide  rather  than  an  increa,se  in  the 
number  of  canes.  I  think  there  is  still  a  large  and  import.ant  field  of  work 
in  this  connection  both  from  a  statutory  and  volunt.ary  point  of  view  and  I 
770uld  particulrcrly  mention  the  excellent  work  done  by  the  Cripples  '  Help 
Society  ’which  holds  a  v/eekly  class  in  IXikinfield  on  Thursday  afternoons  and 
¥7hich  is  well  attended.

This  year  as  I  have  commented  earlier  the  number  of  cases  of  notified 
tuberculosis  fell  by  22.  It  would  be  rash  to  claim  that  this  is  due  to 
B.C.G.  vaccination  but  I  do  thinlc  that  this  may  have  played  some  part  along 
v/ith  other  measures  such  as  improved  housing,  improved  treatment  of  cases 
and  the  greatly  improved  prognosis  of  the  disease  which  has  made  it  less  of 
a  dread  in  the  minds  of  affected  people  vmo  have  therefore  come  up  for 
diagnosis  and  treatment  more  readily  than  was  the  ca,se  in  the  past. 


The  number  of  children  eligible  for  va,ccination  in  I963  was  572  and 
consent  for  vaccination  v/as  received  in  the  case  of  430  -  75>o  a  reduction 
of  4^0  over  the  previous  year.  This  is  a,  little  disappointing  in  vie^v  of  the 
success  we  have  achieved  over  the  la.st  ten  years.

campaign  against  tuberculosis  is  clearly  shown.  Of  those  children  mantoux 
tested  in  I963  7*4/^  showed  a  positive  reaction  compared  v/ith  40/4  ten  years 
ago.  I  think  this  is  a  significant  indication  of  a  decline  in  the  incidence 
of  open  tuberculosis,  or  a  clean  milk  supply  and  of  a.  marked  improvement  in 
the  personal  hygiene  of  pa,tients  themselves.

In  addition  to  the  above,  the  following  cases  were  also  dealt  with  by 
the  Mental  Welfare  Officer  under  the  Mental  Health  and  allied  acts, 

22  Male  and  38  Female  patients  v/ere  treated  at  out-patient  clinics  during 
the  year  thus  obviating  the  necessity  for  their  admittance  to  hospital. 

In  the  case  of  17  male  and  I9  female  cases  informa,tion  was  laid  to  the 
Mental  Y/elfare  Officer  but  after  investigation  of  the  circumstances  no 
further  action  ’was  taken  under  the  Mental  Health  Act. 

The  Mental  Welfare  Officer  visited  172  cases  in  their  homes  with  the 
Consultant  Psychiatrist  with  a  view  to  deciding  the  best  form  of  treatment 
to  be  afforded  to  the  patients.
